combinations thereof, the absorbent core being capable of suppressing odor from at least 
ammonia. 

17. (Original) The absorbent layer of Claim 16, further 
comprising cellulose fibers which are not ^eated with the partially neutralized 
carboxylic acid odor control agent.
